Our tariff with France also has to be settled ;--- 
that tariff so wonderfully beneficial to France, and 
so questionable as regards ourselves. We have 
some interest in this question. By the admission of 
French brandies and spirits into England and Ire- 
land at a reduced duty, our distillers will suffer, un- 
less precautions are taken to s2cure that an equiva- 
lent reduction on oar home manufacture be allowed. 
Our trade with France, in yarns, linens, and spun 
thread, was once very considerable. The prohibi- 
tive duty imposed by the revised tariff has seriously 
injured this peculiarly Irish trade. Since French 
manufactured cottons will be admitted free of duty, 
justice requires that our linens should be permitted 
to compete with them. A duty of 30 per cent. ad 
valorem is nearly prohibitive. Will any of the 
eleven who were at the Northumberland Buildings, 
while fighting for the Pope, utter a word in favour 
of our only remaining manufacture ? 

The taxation of the kingdom also has to be re- 
moddelled. As long as the Conservatives were in 
power, Ireland was free from the imposition of an 
income-tax. Weowe that inquisiterial and iniquitous 
impost tothe Whigs. To a Whig Chancellor of the 
Exchequer we are indebted for an additional 9d in the 
pound on the last half-year. If an income-tax is in- 
evitable, cannot the “ Irish Members” be in- 
duced to descend from the contemplation 
of the Roman model Government to study 
so humble a subject as this? If the Irish Members 
were unanimous, we should, at least, have a graduated 
income-tax; a distinction should be made between 
professional and trade incomes and those derived 
from landed property ; some consideration also should 
be shown for those who have narrow incomes, but large 
families. Could we prevail upon those who are ena- 
moured of Antonelli’s system of finance to regard 
these trifles, sublunary indeed, but very important 
to some sixty thousand Irish professionals ? 

There will be two bills introduced with reference 
to the registration of deeds and judgments—one by 


Both these bills will be laid upon the table of the 
louse, and legislation willbe effected embodying the 
best clauses of both. In any bill eventually carried 
respecting this matter, we trust a clause will be intro- 
duced prohibitive of the publication of the Black 
Licte. The two instances of fearful loss occasioned 
by their instrumentality, occurring within the last 
week, are sufficient to prove the mischief they entail. 
If every judgment, deed, or bill of sale should be 
published, and if the Legislature contemplates that, 
let it be done, at least, by a Government officer, and 
by responsible authority. As the custom at present 
is, the four courts of laware turned into a machine ry 
for the profit of a nameless individual. 

Another bill will require the most vigilant watch- 
fulness. The “ Water Works Dublin Bill” has been 
confessedly prepared in haste. ‘The enormous sum 
proposed £280,000 does not appear to include all 
the expenses. It is by no means certain that the 
source from whence the water isto be derived is the 
best, or that it offers the most economical supply 
The value of a supply of pure water cannot be esti- 
mated even in asanitary point of view. Still there is 
no necessity for water, nor must the water supply of 
a great city be made the means of enriching individuals, 
There are already lodged, and under preliminary 
investigation, 150 private bills relating to Ireland, 
They chiefly refer to railroads, whether new branches 
or extensions, to the formation of harbours, reclama- 
tion of waste lands, or the formation of Joint-Stock 
Companies. Many of these, if carried into operation, 
will greatly benefit the commercial and agricultural 
interests of this branch of the kingdom. We have 
taken measures to supply our readers with the 
earliest information respecting these subjects, which 
ought to be of paramount importance to all. 

There is, then, abundant work cut ont for the 
ensuing Session, irrespectively of party contests. 
Lord Derby, true to his policy, will not precipitate 
the fall of the Ministry to any assault from without, 
We wait patiently, but hopefully, for the moment 
when it will sink down in its own ruin like a house 
of sand. 


The Times on the New Treaty of Commerce be- 


tween England and France :--- 


A telegram from Paris informs us that some delay 
will arise in signing the Treaty of Commerce between 
England and France, which must be modified to suit the 
views of the French Protectionists, and we take this op- 
portunity to consider on principle the nature of the en- 
gagement on which we are about to enter. We may re- 
mind our readers that wedo not as yet know exactly 
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from others—we should, 
deal higher than is required for the 
The first of these views is the right, and the second is 
the wrong one, but both are consistent and intelligible. 
If we are to have low duties, we must give up the no- 
tion of commercial treaties ; if we are to have commer- 
cial treaties, we shall negociate at the greatest possible 
disadvantage, unless we have imposed on ourselves most 
exorbitant duties. 
Nothing, therefore. can be more absurd and inconsis- 
tent than the position of a country which has logically 
ines of Free Trade when negociating 
a commercial treaty with a country which has logically 
acted on the doctrines of Protection. Such a country 
has nothing to give up that it osght to surrender, and is 
laced at a disadvantage just in proportion as its policy 
been liberal and enlightened. We are placed just 
at the same disadvantage as we should be if we nego- 
ciated a treaty of mutuai toleration with the Pope, or 
any more intolerant Sovereign, if a more intolerant 
Sovereign exists. The Pope might relieve Protestants 
from numerous disabilities if he could get an equi- 
valent, but this he has already, for the Queen’s 
Roman Catholic subjects are relieved already, not 
for his sake, but for our own. The list of British 
articles, raw, and manufactured, absolutely prohibited by 
the French tariff is very considerable, while we prohibit 
nothing, but only impose duties for the sake of a reve- 
nue which, if not so raised, must be sought in some less 
convenient quarter. If the duty on French wines be 
injudiciously large, we ought to reduce it, whether the 
French Government be disposed to reciprocate or no ; 
but we entirely protest against breaking down the sim- 
plicity of our commercial principles by giving a foreign 
country treaty rights over what is essentially a ques- 
tion of home policy. We have no doubt it will be said 
that a substantial advantage is offered to England in 
the shape ‘of a remission of the prohibition of her 
coal and iron from entering into France, and that it 
would be mere pedantry to reject such an advantage 
because it comes to us in the shape, somewhat anti- 
quated it may be, of a commercial treaty. What 
precise amount of advantage there may be in a step 
by which France, having compelicd us to raise our war 
expenditure by some ten millions, is now seeking to 
diminish our revenue, and at the same time to 
provide herself with the two most important 
elements of war—coal and iron—we may per- 
haps consider on another occasion, but we con- 
fess that we are very jealous, and not without 
reason, of anything that resembles a departure from, or 
a relinquishment of, the principles of Free Trade. Our 
shipowners are roaring for reciprocity. What answer

treaty with France ? If we can lower a duty on wine 
in order to obtain the relaxation of one prohibition, 
why should we not prohibit foreigners from sharing in 
our coasting trade, in order to obtain the relaxation of 
another ? The admission of our coal and iron into 
France will be dearly bought, indeed, if the price we pay 
for it shall be the admission that we have lost confidence 
in our own Free Trade policy, and mean for the future 
to regulate our tariff not by our own wants, but by the 
liberality or illiberality of our neighbours. 


The Daily News upon the Government Reform 


Bill :— 

The chief interest and occupation of the Parliamen- 
tary Session that opens to-morrow wiil undoubtedly be 
the Government Reform Bill. Foreign Affairs, and 
especially our relations with Frarce and Italy, will, of 
course, give rise to animated discussion, for since the 
great war no year has been more eventful in European 
history than the one just closed. But, after all, these 
discussions will occupy only a secondary place, for the 
dangers and difficulties which surrounded the Italian 
question at the close of last session are now all but re- 
moved. By the prudence and firmness of their united ac- 
tion during the recess the States of Central Italy have 
made themselves comparatively independent of diplo- 
macy. Their rightful claims to independence are recog- 
nised by England and France, Powers which are now 
united in a liberal foreign policy ; the Congress is inde- 
finitely postponed, and the problems its cumbrous ma- 
chinery were designed to solve will probably be settled 
in a much simpler way. This happy result may be 
fairly attributed to the firm yet frank and conciliatory 
action of ourown Government. The liberal and consistent 
policy announced in Parliament by the noble Foreign 
Secretary, and repeated during the recess at Aberdeen, 
has been faithfully adhered to, and the Government 
need, therefore, fear no hostile “3 “SINN the course it 
has pursued towards France and ltaly. 

The way is thus fortunately cleared for dealing at 
once with the great question of home legislation. By 
common consent the Keform question is to be not only 
discussed but settled this session. Of mere discussion, 
indeed, we have had almost enough, and it is high time 
that the Royal message, which has so often been re- 
peated, from the Throne, should be embodied in some- 
thing more substantial than a draft bill and a desultory 
debate. The Reform Bill to be submitted to Parliament 
in afew days will be the fifth laid on the table of the House 
within about twice as many years. This long delay 
has not, however, been whelly useless ; nor need we re- 
gret it if, after all, we get a really good bill. Durin 
these years the Reform question has steadily advan 
through many difficulties, and escaped many dangers, 
Foremostamongst these may be reckoned the caprice of | 
its professed friends and the patronage of its open 
foes. Never, perhaps, was a simple question such as the 
extension of the franchise so perplexed by fancy schemes 
and crotchetty suggestions. A chorus of reactionary 
critics clamoured fora settlement of the question on 
“ philosophical ” principles. What these really were it 
was very difficult to discover, except that at bottom they 
all seemed to resolve themselves into the Ilrishman’s 
three r’s “ reading, writing, and arithmetic.” One set 
of inquirers betook themselves to the lling- 
book, while others resorted to the maltiplication- 
table for their principles. Reading was considered 
by many a sufficiently philosophic test of fitness 
for the suffrage ; others looked with a kindly eye 
on pot-hooks and hangers, holding that wri 
ought to be included as an essential condition of polit 
enfranchisement. A third party took a more arithme- 
tical view of the subject, attempting to manipulate on 
new ples the vote as well as the voter. They were for

His patriotism and his disintcrestedness were 
well known and appreciated throughout tc whole of 
Italy. His presence once more at the head of the great 
Northern league of freedom, and the cordial co-opera- 
tion of Garibaldi, have done more to allay any impatient 
longings of the Italians|than any other circumstance. 
The Emperor’s letter to the Pope is a great improve- 
ment upon the pamphlet “ The Pope and the Congress.” 
It is more simple, temperate, and decided.  [t is nut 
complicated with speculations about the future of 
Rome, or the culture of ruins. In fact, the Go- 
vernment of home will, we fear, remain pretty much 
as it is until the people shall rise up again 
and insist upon partaking to some extent in the free- 
dom and prosperity they see around them in those pro- 
vinces freed from Papal and Austrian misrule. It 
seems clear enough now that the Pope has not yet 
brought himself to recognise the “ inevorable fact’’ of 
the independence of the Legations, but it will come for 
all that. Neither has he held out any hope of those re- 
forms in the Roman Government which have been vainly 
pressed upon him by Napoleon ever since the famous 
letter to Edgar Ney—which had been previously re- 
commended by England, and which at one time there 
was no one more ready to acknowledge than himself, 
before he obtained the aid of French and Austrian 
bayonets. In spite of all we hear of clerical obstinacy 
—and we are not disposed to underrate the quality—we 
should not be surprised to see Pius the Ninth come 
round once more to those reasonable and humane 
doctrines of temporal government which he once held, 
or atall events professed. We have seen strange things 
during the year just ended—and it is likely that we may 
witness many stranger things still before the present 
year isout. At all events it has begun better than the 
last. Even in the region of the Tuiliries an inaugura- 
tion of more liberal commercial ideas is better than a 
threatening hint to the ambassador of a friencly Court. 

Everything now looks couleur de rose, but it is, per- 
haps, precisely at such a time that we should moral'se 
on the mutability of human affairs. We confess to the 
deep depression we felt at the Villafranca conference, 
and the stoppage of the war in the mid-eareer of Italian 
liberation, but we did not despair of Italy then as some 
of our contemporaries did, who may be classed among fair 
weather friends. Things have gone on well, but not 
quite so unexpectedly to those who know how deeply 
the Italians have nourished the doctrine of unity, to 
which they have nobly sacrificed their municipal and 
local jealousies, and the still stronger convictions of a 
more bold and liberal political creed. They have been 
patient, temperate, disinterested, and, above all, united, 
by which they have disarmed many enemies and shamed 
many a lukewarm friend. By this course they have 
succeeded in gaining most of their common ends. Let us 
hope that, by a continuance in the same wise conduct, 
they will ensure their compiete and entire success. We 
have seen so many reverses that we are as little disposed 
to be over-sanguine now as we were to be 
before too deeply depressed. But everything looks 
well. Count Cavour has not only resolved to call 
the Parliament of Piedmont and Lombardy together, 
but the authorities of the now established Governments 
of Tuscany, Parma, Modena, and Romagna have re- 
solved to call upon the people to elect representa- 
tives to the first Parliament of. Northern Italy. When 
it is added that Count Cavour has invited to his Ministry 
Farini, the firm and popular dictator of Modena; Fanti, 
the General-in-Chief of the Army of Central Italy ; and 
Count Mamiami, who was the last constitutional Mi- 
nister of Pius the Ninth in 1848, and who has since 
his exile been a distinguished senator of Piedmont, we 
may venture to expect that the restored Minister of 
Victor Emmanuel will be able to proceed successfully in 
his favourite scheme of uniting and consolidating the 
nnion and independence of Northern ltaly. From 
France he will probably no longer dread the cold reserve 
which she felt bound by the Zurich treaties to assume. 
Neither will Count Cavour have any longer to dread the 
lecturings and covert sneers of the Ear! of Malmesbury, 
of which the able and patriotic Minister of Piedmont 
had to endure the most considerable share. On the 
contrary, he will be cheered by the voice of free England 
in his constitutional and patriotic career, instead of being 
snubbed by Tory dictation under the guise of neutrality, 
or coldly bowed out with professions of liberality awk- 
wardly put on, in deference to the well-known honest con- 
victions of the constituencies of Great Britain. And Aus- 
tria is weak, not so much by defeat and disaster as by the 
dread of domestic discontent and ‘financial disorganisa- 
tion at home. And now France and England have 
similar views, and understand mutually what these 
views are—-not remotely we trust to be carried out in 
the recognition and accomplishment of Italian unity 
and freedom. With such prospects Cavour enters upon 
anew course of glory to himseif, and of usefulness to his 
country, for which he has already done so much. We 
wish him cordially all honour and success.

He lost no time 
in repairing to his lodgings, and in ascending to his 
bedroom, on the dressing table, under a towel which he 
had carelessly thrown on the table, he found his pocket- 
book and bis money, very much to his own gratification, 
as may be naturally suppose¢.

DEATH OF AN ENGLISHMAN WHO SERVED IN THE ARMY 
OF THE AmeRICAN REVOLUTION.—John Hewson lately 
died in Kensington, Pennsylvania, at the age of 93. He 
was born in London in the year 1767, but emigrated to 
the United States at an early age; and when the revo- 
lutionary war broke out, he joined the American army, 
and served during the long and weary struggle. He 
was at the battles of Monmouth, Trenton, Princeton, 
Germantown, and others ; was at Valley Forge, and 
also, at one time, captured by the British. Mr. Hew- 
son was a calico printer, and the first, it is said, who 
went to America ; and when he established himself in the 
business here, he received the first gold medal for manu- 
facturing calico ever given in that country. In the 
course of his industrious career he amassed considerable 
means, but lost it through involvement with Dr. Dyott’s 
bank in 1837. He wrote an interesting memoir of his 
life and revolutionary recollections, which was pub- 
lished.

EXTRAORDINARY CASE OF ALLEGED LUNACY, 

In re John Fetherston, an alleged lunatic. 

It may still be in the memory of our readers that early in 
last Michaelmas Term, a rule nisi had been obtained in this 
case calling upon Mr. Ralph Bernal Osborne, M.P., and 
Messrs. William Heary and Samuel, justices of the peace for 
the county of Tipperary, to show cause why a writ of vertio- 
riari should not issue to bring into court, in order to their 
being quashed as unwarranted, the proceedings under which 
Mr. John Fetherston was committed to custody as a dange- 
rous lunatic. The rule had been obtained on the affidavit 
of Mr. a Fetherston, of Manor Mills, Clonmel, the 
father oí the incarcerated gentleman, whe swore that 
his son, who was aged twenty-three vears, was, on the 
14th of January, 1859, committed to Clonmel jail on an 
information made by Mr. Osborne, which set forth that 
he was “ walking in his demesne at Newtown Anner, in 
the county of Tipperary, with Sir John Keane, Bart., 
and others, when the defendant, John Fetherston, being asked 
to leave the grounds he was trespassing on, refused, saying 
at the same time, that he was the lawful possessor.” Infor- 
mation then stated that,onthe arrival of assistance, which 
bad been sent for, Mr. Fetherston again refused to leave, 
“and Patrick Ryan and the gardener arresting him, he vio- 
lently assaul both, and kicked Ryan on the mouth.” 
Patrick Ryan made an information corroborating that of Mr. 
Osborne. Upon these informations the Messrs. Riall com- 
mitted Mr. Fetherston to jail, whither he was taken hand- 
cuffed—the warrant under which he was imprisoned contain- 
ing the averment:—“ Whereas Ralph Osborne, M.P., has 
sworn an information before us, stating facts from which it 
appears that John Fetherston has been discovered and appre- 
hended under circumstances denoting a derangement of 
mind, and a purpose of committing an indictable crime, that 
is to say, on the day he went to Newtown Anner, in the

Mr. Lawson, Q,C., who, with Mr. Barry, Q,C., appeared on 
behalf of the Crown, s ed that the proper course would 
be to hold an investigation into the present mental state of 
Mr. Fetherston, and that for this purpose ¢very facility would 
be afforded by the Government. 

Mr. Harris, Q.C., then proceeded to arga¢ mm favour of the 
discharge of the alleyed lamatic, and had not comeluded at the 
rising of the court.

Mr. Sidney applied, im this case, on behalf of the defend- 
ant, for liberty to plead double matter to the plaintiff's ac- 
tion. It appeared that the sunrmons and plaint contained 
nine causes of action, the substance of which Was, that the 
plaintiff, when travelling last December, came to the hotel of 
the defendant, who refused to give him admission of aceotR - 
modation therein, and that upon the occasion he was assaulted 
by defendant, and sustained a serious loss of property 
viz., an umbrella and a pocket handkerchief. (Laughter.) 
Counsel now sought to plead that the plaintiff was not a 
traveller; that the defendant's hotel was fully orcupied by 
visiters; that he (defendant) did give the plaintiff acéommo- 
dation, by allowing him into the coffee-room, where hie wavy 
satisfied (according to his own statement) to take a “ shake 
down ;” that defendant having called upon him afew minutes 
afterwards he (plaintiff) commenced to get riotous in his con- 
duct, and to disturb the whole house; and that the defendant 
then endeavoured to remove him forcibly, which act was the 
assault complained of. Mr. Sidney said, the action had 
been brought to recover damages for this assault, and thie 
loss of the umbrella and handkerchief. With regati to the 
umbrella, it was lying in wait for the plaintiff whetiever he 
wished to take it. (A laugh.) 

The Chief Justice—Take care what you plead about that 
umbrella, or it may give the plaintiff a nominal verdict for 
the value of it. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Sidney—There is no fear of that, my lord, as we never 
made any use of it—it was too “ shabby :” we left it lying 
there for him ever since, and he never claimed this portion of 
his property. (Renewed laughter.)

as required. 
Roland v. Pierce. 

Mr. Morris, on behalf of the defendant, moved that the 
venue in this case be changed from Dublin to Galwar. The 
action was one to recover damages for mesne rates and break - 
ing down plaintiff's fences. ‘Lhe plaintiff was the origina! 
owner of the lands in question, which are situate in thre 
county of Galway. He went to America in 1827, and was 
not heard of for a number of years afterwards. The defen- 
dant brought an action in the Civil Bill Court, and, on giving 
evidence that Mr. Roland had not been heard of up to that 
time, and that he was, therefore, to be taken as dead in point 
of law, obtained possession of the land.

‘The present action was brought sub 
stantially to recover the amount which eught to 
be paid for the usage of the land for those 
two years. The plaintiff had made an atlidavit to re- 
sist the motion, in which he stated that he lived in a cify 
in Ohio, where considcrab'e new buildings are being erected, 
and as he wanted to participate in the work, it was inost im- 
portant that he should return to America, and for that pur- 
pose that he should have an early trial.

COURT OF EXCHEQUER—Yesrerpay. 
(Before the Full Court.) 
Ht v. Mackenzie. 

Ia this case an order had been obtained setting aside the 
verdict had for the plaintiff at the last Cork Assizes before 
Mr. Baron Greene. Counsel now came into court to show 
cause against this order. The action had been brought by 
the plaintiff, who is a surgeon, to recover the amount of fees 
for several attendances on the defendant. ‘The claim was 
made for twenty-nine visits, and it appearéd that at thetrial 
it was sought to set up a special agreement to pay £5 5s. for 
each attendance. This, however, was negatived by the jury. 
‘The defendant contended below that the plaintiff was not en- 
titled to recover in point of law, as he was not a registered 
actising surgeon, under the New Medical Act (21 and 22 
ic., chap. 90). Three defences had been filed to the cause of 
action, but none of them raised the legal question. At the 
conclusion of the plaintiff's case, which had not disclosed 
any proof of registry, counsel called upon the learned judge 
to direct a verdict for the defendant, on the ground that, by 
the requirements of the act, the plaintiff shou'd have pro- 
duced a certificate or proof of registry. It was then proposed 
to supply this d and plaintiff brought forward 
Dr. Mansfield with the original registration. Defendant 
objected to the reception of the evidence, as the case had 
closed on the plaintiff's side, and the court gave liberty for 
its being received, reserving to the defendant the right to 
enter up a nonsuit, in case it should subsequently appear 
that the evidence ought not to have heen admitted. Counsel 
contended that the act required registration as a condition 
precedent to the sustaining of un action to recover fees by a 
medical man, The first question was--whether, under the 
terms of that act, the defendant was en’ itled to put forward 
the non-registry as a defence. It appeared that the date of 
the registry in the present case was subsequent to the period 
of the attendances, thereby proving that at the time of the 
visits the plaintiff was not a medical man ; that is to say, the

COURSE OF EVENTS. 
The events of the week as regards foreign politics 
have been few, but they have nevertheless been impor- 
tant. Firstin order is the letter of the French Emperor 
proclaiming in general terris his determination to free 
the commerce of France from the trammels of prohibi- 
tion—to inaugurate, in fact, Free Trade. The articles 
specially mentioned in that communication are coal and 
‘cotton : but it is not stated whether the latter of these 
article” is to be admitted in a manufactured state at a 
redtted duty. If, as some suppose, “ raw cotton”’ 
teály is meant, and that cotton articles are still to be ex- 
cluded by a taxation they cannot bear, then the benefit 
of the change will be felt by America alone. Coals, 
howeve*, must le derived from Fngland, and in so far 
the change will be of advantage to English trade and 
fommerce. ut it will also be of the greatest advantage 
to Fraéce, as it will enable the French Government to 
lay "p an inexhaustible store of that “ material of war” 
$é as to provide for all future contingencies. At pre- 
sent France and the French navy is almost wholly de- 
pendent on Kagieand for coal, and there can be no ques- 
tion that, in the event of apprehended hostilities, the 
exportation of that article of produce would be pro- 
hibited. It is, however, more than probable that the 
free trade intended will consist in the eliminatton of the 
eategory of excluded articles from the French tariff, and 
the imposition of a moderate duty on all articles impor- 
ted tito France. 
tt is idle to specninte on the motives cf so deep a man 
as Louis Nape?con in making such a radical change in 
the French fiscal system as this will certainly be; but 
there *tems every reason to suppose that it is in the 
natre of “a stroke of policy,” for the purpose of re- 
&* iting the threads of the Wnglish alliance, which had 
of late days been almost altogether loosened. That it 
is wholly for the benefit of the French people may per- 
hars be doubted, inasmnuch as they are no worse off now 
im a material point of view than they have ever been ; 
and also because they have made no complaints on the 
subject. If Frene’: wines be admi.ted to England at a 
reduced duty. ns it is assumed they will be, the wine 
growers, we doubt, will be bettered to some extent, 
thoug® certainly not to the extent anticipated by 
sanmvuine economists, as “ Bordeaux” will never succeed 
&e, displacing Beer. But, on the other hand, to admit 
the manufactures which Engiand can produce at a 
price that the French manufacturer cannot possibly 
compele with for a quarter of a century to come—hard- 
Ware and cutlery tér instance, pottery and potters’ 
ware, including porcelain, cotton prints and wollen 
fabrics—inust fnevitably reduce a large mass of artisans 
to a condition of mendicancy. These men, however, 
are always the very foremost in insurrection ; and, there- 
fore, it is that the world gives the French Emperor 
“redit for other designs than those of pure philanthropy 
in respect to this important altefation. It is to the 
moral support of England and tha prompt recognition of 
his power by the Rngiish Government that his stability 
asa Sovereign ts owing ; and perhaps it is not going 
very wide ofthe mark to conclude that, in the pending 
bolitieat complications arising out of the recent war in 
{taly, he desires to sccure a continuance of those good 
»fRces,and is ready to make a considerable sacrifice to 
obtain that object.

Dr. Gray should be aware that he was well 
briefed in 1848, ina great Liffey case which was tricd in 
the Court of Exchequer. This bill was not the bill of the 
Council, because it was carried surreptitiously, and in vio- 
lation of their bye-laws. (Hear, hear.) These bye-laws had 
been sanctioned by the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council, 
and were not to be set at nought by tlie influence of 
two or three gentlemen. (Hear, hear.) Some gentlemen 
voted for the bill because they did not understand it, 
and others because they did not wish to be counted 
with the minority. (Hear, hear.) This bill conferred 
upon the Corporation an unlimited power of taxation ;

The Canal Company were 
to charge the city £1,500a year for supplying three 
millions of gallons, andthe Corporation was also to in- 
demnify the wealthy millowners along the Canal. If the 
Corporation entered into such a contract as that, there 
was not a sensible man inthe city but would cry shame 
at them. In Manchester, where there was a population 
of only 600,000 persons, they had completed their 
water works, and arranged it so that there was a suffi- 
cient supply of water for a populalation of two 
millions. ‘The Dublin Corporation should not confine 
the supply for the population of ¢he city as it stood 
at present, for in some years hence it might be insufficient 
to meet the wants of an increased population. He 
held in his hand an official document which proved that 
in the parish of St Luke’s, that the number of persons 
in each house was fifteen, and in St. Michael’s parish 
sixteen; and this picture of human misery, instead of 
exciting a sigh; as it ought to do in the Corporation, 
excited a ribald sneer. In some houses in Dublin there 
‘yere forty persons, and, in frosty weather groups of 
those pour people might be secn gathered round the 
fountains waiting to get a scanty supply of impure 
water. With reference te that state of things, he asked 
the gentlemen opposing the bil were they doing thei: 
duty to the citizens and the poor by their opposition? 
He gave notice to those opposing the laudable object of 
the promoters of the bill, that if they succeeded in defeat- 
ing it next session, its promoters would never cease until 
they succeeded in carrying it. It would be a curse to 
inflict upon the citizens of Dublin to compel them fur- 
ther to drink the impure Water of the Canal, which was 
laden with impurities aud animal matter. 


Alderman Reynolds then continued to say that the pro- 
moters of the bill had been most grossly slandered, 
and traduced by its opponents. He had been re- 
marked he believed, for giving expression to strong 
opinions, but his anxiety on all occasions was to kecp 
down taxation. In fact he could not afford to do other- 
wise, consistently with holding his position asa public 
man, for he was, to a certain extent, the represezitative 
p" the people, and had been returned to that Council, 
y & very populous ward—a body of men who were sen- 
sitvely alive to the danger of supporting any measure 
which hadatendency increase the taxation of the city. 
He therefore dare not support this project if he thought 
it calculated to oppress the poor or increase the taxes. 
He would also add that it was necessary fur him to look 
before him, as it was not improbable that before three 
months he might appear upon the hustings to ask the 
citizens to send him to Parliament again. (Hear, hear, 
and laughter.) They mightlaugh as much as they pleased 
at that declaration, but he wes determined on that, and 
ht would now give theri noticeof his intention. He would 
not, therefore, take any of them by surprise, but the would 
again say that, if he though the measure would in any 
way oppress the electors or increase taxation, he would 
suffer his right arm to be cut off his body sooner than 
vote forit. But, so far from entertaining that idea, he 
believed it would have the effect of diminishing taxation, 
that it would be an, henour and credit to the city, and that 
it would clévate the population fifty-fold in comfort and 
acvbiitthodation. Ile would, however, take that oppor- 
tunity of urging apon Mr. French, and all who were op- 
posed to this bill, the propriety of acting with caution 
in their opposition, which, he believed, was Based upon 
the supposition that it Would bring additional taxdtion 
upon their own éhotildets. Thete was one class of men, 
too, were giving them. opposition—namely, those who 
owned lots of oid dilapidated houses, and who made it a 
habit to cram them as far as possible with poor crea- 
tures, charging thein each one shilling or eizghteenpence 
a week for their niiserable tenements, but wheat the saine 
time, refused te pay for accommodating them with a 
glass ofpure water. (Ilear, hear, and laughter.) 

Mr. Fretich here rose io order, and repudiated, (most in- 
dignantly) the imputation Which Aiderman Reynolds ap- 
peared to casi tipoii him. He assured the house that he 
did not belong to the class alluded to by Alderman Rey- 
nolds, and that in the course which he had taken he 
was merely actuated by a desire to protect the rate- 
payers, which he was determined to do,as long as 
he reinained one of their representatives: 

Aldctiiati Reynolds said, he did not allude to any one 
ease it particular when he made the observation which 
lad been objected to. Ail he intended to say, and he would 
repeat it was, that there was 8 body of diet in this city 
iio dfamined thirty, and even forty people in one 
of these houses—nay, he was aware that there 
were some rooms in the houses of these people 
*hich contained no less than four families each, 
and that in “some of these houses tlicre was 
not a single pipe to supply the unfortunate tenants with 
water, notwWitlistanding that they had been paying the 
highest rent that it was possibile to trig cut cf them. 
(Hbar heat.) He did not, however, insintiate that Mr. 
‘trench Was one of those people. Ile knew that that 
gentleman was an cxtensive owner of houses, and also 
that they were of a different character from what he 
had adverted to. But this was certain; qut of thie entire 
list of houses in Dublin, whith atiounted to 241,000, full 
anno litises Were circumstanced as he had mentioned. 
The present bill will put an end to that state of things, 
for it would contain a clause to compel the proprietor of 
a house, whoever he might be, to pay the expense of pro- 
tiding hie tenants with an abundant supply of good 
water, To-be-stre, sure people talked of the ectart- 
modation of Méiinttind, Kut that decdointodation 
Was GF a inost beggarly character; they were 
really a matter of no importance in the present question, 
and he was in favour of having them abolished altogether, 
and of compelling all parties to have water supplied to 
their houses. Bunt let them not lay the flattering unction 
to their souls that they were te encounter only the ep- 
position of tht dlatses he had described.

pany undertaking the works. He did not know whether 


was any trutb in the ¢tatements made in reference 
to that matter or not, but he would say that he did not 
think the Corporation ought to Jay too much stress upon 
their capabilities fcr conducting great measures, taking 
inte account the many complaints which had been made 
about their public works. Ifsuch a work were under- 
a by a private company—jike a great railway com- 
pany, for instance---he did not see how the public inte- 
rests would thereby be injured; for it did not by any 
means follow that, because private ends were served, 
therefore public ends could be well served also. 
In fact, the two points Were often identical. It often 
happened that public ends were best served, when prit 
vate ends were serued too. Alderman Martin having 
next briefly referred to the quality and quantity of 
the wiiter to be supplied from the Liffey, and also to the 
injurious effects likely to result from the abstraction of 
so much water from that river, concluded by stating 
that, though he was not willing to support the bill in 
its present form, he thought that the gentlemen who 
had proposed the report, and given so much time and 
labour to the consideration of the question, deserved the 
best thanks of the citizens. 

Mr. George W. Maunsell then aderessed the house 
in support of the amendment. He was bound to say 
that, so far as he was connected with the committee, no 
gentlemen could have felt greater anxiety to procure 
for the city a wholesome supply of water than they did. 
However, he should also say, before taking further part 


in the business of the day, that his shafe in the proceed- 


ings of the committee was but small. He had been 
nominated upon the committee, and was a party 
to the resolution, which Jexpressed the necessity of 
its business being conducted in private, and if a mistake 
was committed indoing that, he acknowledged that 
he was in part responsible for it, but when he left Ire- 
land, in July, 1859, the Liffey scheme had not been even 
referred to. He believed, indeed; it had some time 
before been brought to their notice by a Mr. McCean, a 
London engineer, but it had fallen to the ground. 
When, however, he returned to Ireland in October, he 
found that the whole question had been gone over de- 
liberately ; that the flocality had been visited, that a 
report upon the subject was actually written out and 
ready to be presented to the committee. So, far then 
he could safely say that he had taken no act or p’art in 
the selection of the Liffey scheme, and the moment he 
found it was selected he withdrew from the committee. 
The next step which he then thought necessary to be 
considered was, what was to be done in relation to the 
settlement of the compensation to the several parties--- 
that is to say, whether it should be given in water or 
inmoney. He was informed that it would be in water, 
but circumstances transpired which left no doubt upon 
his mind that such compensation was perfectly illusory, 
and that it was inserted in the notice without any pros- 
pect of it being carried out. He would now offer some, 
observations upon the merits of the bill itself, and in 
doing so he would take his position as a citizen, and 
give his views irrespective of his former connection 
with the committee. They had been told by a pre- 
ceding speaket that many speeches had been made upon 
the subject which had no bearing upon it at all. Mr. 
Price in his amendment had no intention to throw ashes 
upon, orin any way to disparage the labours of the 
gentleman who had prepared the bill ; but, in deference 
to the overwhelming feelings of the city, Mr. Price felt 
that they were pruceeding too rapidly with the 
bill ; that there were many grave facts  con- 
nected with it which required further considera- 
tion, and that additional time should be given to 
the citizens tu reflect upon them, and to deal with any 
reasons Which might be presented to them by Serjeant 
Eitzgibbon, or by any one else; and unt the vote of the 
house was actually taken, he did not believe that they 
wold act in opposition to the feelings of the great bulk 
of the intelligent and wealthy ratepayers, and force the 
bill into the House of Commons before they had given 
to it the full consideration which it required. Dublin 
was entitled, no doubt, to thejbest supply of water which 
could be obtained ; but the question was, had the ciii- 
zens come to that degree of unanimity which would en- 
title the promoters of the bill to expect success? He 
contended they had not. The learned gentleman, having 
retctred to Mr. Fitzgilfoon’s letter upon the. present 
subject, passed to the consideration of the sani- 
tary condition ot the city, and observed that instead 
of reading letters from Dr. Townsend of Cork, 
and Mr. John Francis Maguire, it would have 
been much wiser on the partof Dr. Gray and his friends 
to have consulted authorities nearer home—suc)i as Sur- 
geon Wilde and Dr. Stokes, gentlemen who had made 
themselves thoroughly acquainted with the wants ot 
Dublin in this respect, and who were more competent to 
give an opinion upon them. As regards the position of 
the Curragh Camp in respect to the present project, he 
thought that the committee, in consulting Colonel Dub- 
fert, had shown theinselvts tb be very green indeed ; for 
how could they suppose that they would get correct 
information from that gentleman as to the drainage of 
the camp into the Liffey. The fact was, that the line of 
the camp occupied the crest of the hrll which formed 
the division, or water shed, between the Liffey and the 
Barrow. It was true, as stated by the colonel, that the 
road traversed the erest of the hillin a direct line, and 
that on the sonth side of it were located the resi- 
dences of the sold‘ers, and all those buildings which 
were necessery for their accommodation. On the 
forth side, which has has its water shed to the Liffey 
were situated the houses of the officers and officials, from 
which might be expected to come the smallest amount

There was then found to be no rettiedy for 
it, and Mr. Burroughs, on the part of his tenents, was 
compelled to take an action against Mr. Meekins. Now, 
taking this facet into consideration; he would ask what 
teas the valde of ths interview with {Colonel Dumfert.

GALWAY LINE—THE LATE QUICK PASSAGE OF 
THE PRINCE ALBERT. 
The following authentic abstract from the log of the 
Atlantic Royal Mail Steam Navigatioi Company’s 
screw steamship Prince Albert, which has been for- 
warded for publication, may not be uninteresting to our 
readers. It will be seen that from New York to ist. 
John’s, Newfoundland, the Prince Albert averaged 11 
knots an hour, and from St. John’s to Galway (i. ¢., 
across the Atlantic) during the whole passage 12 knots 
an hotr. This is a great thing for any steam-ship to 
have done. It is the first return voyage of the Prince 
Albert since she was lengthened, altered, and strength- 
ened by Messrs. Laird, of Birkenhead, for the com-

THE GREAT EASTERN-- THE FATAL ACCIDENT 
Southampton, Saturday evening. 
THE INQUEST AND VERDICT. 

An inqiiest was held this afternoon on the body of 
Captain Harrison, before Mr. Coxwell, when the follow- 
ing evidence was given before the coroder and jury:— 

R. Pinhey, chief officer of the Indus, said—This morn- 
ing the Indus was lying outside the dock, anchored 
close to the entrance. At about ten o'clock I was stand- 
ing on the dock quay, having just left the vessel. I 
saw a boat rounding the entrance to the docks, It was 
a ship's gig. She had a lug sail set. It appeared to me 
that the boat was on the starboard tack. The sail was 
being lowered, when she jibed, and immediately the 
boat capsized. Isaw several persons in the water, and 
saw our boats lowered and go to their assistance. The 
wind at the time was blowing very hard from the south- 
west. 

By a Juror—Did you notice what reefs were in the 
sail ?—Witness—No. 

Henry Edwin Smith, second officer of the Indus, said-- 
I was on board the Indus this morning at ten o’clock. 
She was lying across the dock entrance. I saw a gig 
boat running under a lug sail coming towards the docks. 
The wind was free and blowing very hard. The boat 
appeared to be pitching a great deal. It was high wa- 
tef at the time.. As she neared the dock head the cap- 
tain of the Indus celled my attention to the boat as to 
how she was pitching, Soori after she capsized. I can- 
not say whether she jibed or not; or thether the lug 
was fully set. We immediately lowered two boats and 
picked up several persons. I do not know the captain, 
and cannot say whether,he was picked up or not. Every 
exertien was made by our boats to save those who were 
capsized. 

Mr. Brown, third officer of the Ip4us, said —[ was on 
the quartet-letk at ten this morning, and saw a gig 
boat running up the station. She was on the starboard 
tack, with the wind right aft. As se was rounding to 
port, and as they appeared to be in the act of lowering 
the sail, she capsited—the sail jibed. Our boats imme- 
diately went to the scene of the accident. We picked up 
four in the gig and one in the jolly-boat. Saw Captain 
Harrison and the Doctor of the Great Faétern struggling 
in the water, locked in eachother’s arms. The jolly- 
boat picked up the captain. ile never moved after he 
was put in the boa‘. He was black in the face, and 
foaming at the mouth. I wasnót in the boat that 
picked up the captain, consequently I could not say 
whether the person that was picked up in the jolly-boat 
was the captain or not. 

Dr. Watson, of the Great Eastern, said---We left 
Hythe this morning at ten o'clock, in the ship's gig. 
There were six of the crew, including the coxswain ; 


also Captain Ley and his son, and Captain Harrison, 


superintendent. There was 
a strong wind from the S.W.. and we had a lug 
sail, double reefed. We were on the starboard 
tack. We neared the dock entrance. Captain Harrison 
was steering, and the boat did not seem to answer 
her helm well. The sea was rough, and the boat was 
yawidg #htt. Captain Harrison gave orders to lower 
the sail, when the boat was taken aback by an eddy 
wind andcapsized. I twice got hold of Captain Harri- 
son. Captain Iey was near me the last time I got 
hold of him. On the first occasion the captain made a 
grasp at the boat to right her, but she went over, keel 
uppermost. I went uuder with the captain, and after 
coming up I got hold of the bow of the boat, with Ley’s 
sox in front of me. I jammed him between myself and 
the boat, to keep him up, holding Captain Harrison at 
the same time. Captain Harrison tried again to right 
the boat ; in doing which [ lost my hold. I made two 
of thrte stfokes. and caught hold again of the boat, 
where I retiiained till I was picked up. As soon as I 
was rescued I saw Captain Harrison inthe shed. He 
appeared to be dead. Had him remored to where 
there was a fire, and used all proper remedies, without 
effect. 

Dr. Wiblin said that he attended Captain Harrison, 
with several other doctors, and used every exertion, 
without effect. Ia his opinion Captain Larrison died 
from suffocation, ur from apoplexy. 

The coroner summicd up the evidence, and the jury 
returned a verdict of “Accidental Desth,’ and deeply 
sympathetic feeling was expressed for the bereaved 
widow.

ENGLAND AND FRANCE—COMMERCIA\r 
TREATY. 

The Paris correspondent of the Spectator states that 

the treaty will embrace the following objects :-— 

A complete and effective assimilation of the French 

colonies ; exoneration for both English and French 

ships of all tonnage dues in both France and Englang .

There 
was a moderate supply of milch cattle, and cows in full milk 
commanded geod prices; springers were im request, but 
holders were very hard to deal with; old cows were dull of 
sale. ‘The value in these classes ranged from £5 to £135. 
Strippers were worth about £0 on the average. There was 
a smail show of sheep, and victuallers were the sole inquirers, 
Prime wedder mutton was somewhat improved in price, and 
rated at 6d. per !b.; fat ewes may be quoted at 4)d. to ód, 
per Ib. Inthe pig fair the rates continue stiff. ríme pork 
brings from 44s. to ¥2s. per cwt. TV izs on the foot are a tr.fe 
cheaper, but no one expects to see any change downwards in 
this department, as the dearnets of fecdder throws the feeding 
of cattle to a greater extent on the potatces, which would 
otherwise have been used exclusively tm fattening swine.
